Observ- 
ers felt, however, that Mr. Roose- 
velt would make a speech, probably 
in Baltimore, some time between 
September 1 and Labor Day in sup- 
port of Rep.

"The superman made the airplane, but the ape has. got hold of 


it," insists Professor Joad of the University of London in an indictment 
of civilization for utilizing "powers fit for gods" as a -means of de- 
struction. At the bar of reason the -plea has to be "guilty as charged," 
But the culprit is not Man in the mass, nor the average individual. Rath- 
er it is the leadership that directs the fierce interplay of rivalries in what 
goes by the name of nationalism almost .two decades after the conclu- 
sion of the War to End Wars. 


It is far from a picture of philosophic contentment that Professor 


Joad, known to many Americans for his writings in the philosophical 
field, draws in saying: 


"To step on foot throttles, insert coins into metal slots; scan head- 


lines, crowd through clicking turnstiles, turn on the radio, hurl our- 
selves over the surface of the earth in a mechanism propelled by pe- 
trol—these constitute the modern notion of entertainment." 


"Modern" but not sole notion. It is doubtless true that a mechan- 


istic age causes most of us to live faster than we ought, and that too 
much of the leisure of those with fairly high "i. q." is devoted to thrills 
rather than things that truly invite the soul. But is not that perhaps 
due to the fact that this age of almost fantastic invention that touches 
the individual has come upon us apace, has caught us off balance, has 
caused 'us to forget our sense of relativity when we hug its priceless gifts 
to ourselves? If we seem to display an aridness of mind unworthy of the 
Twentieth Century because our new-found pleasures involve too little 
conscious^ exercise of gray matter, lay the blame at novelty's door.

Takes New Angle

HARRISEUBG, Aug. 25.—A new 


•type of liquor problem—"Manufac- 
turing bootlegging-—has risen to 
plague the state in its attempt to 
regulate the sale- of liquor, a high 
liquor control board official revealed 
today. 


Whereas during prohibition days 


both the manufacture and disfribu- 
tion of illegal liquor were handled 
byfthe same persons, today, said 
Clyde H. Smith, chief of the board's 
enforcement and licensing bureau, 
a,-class of "gentlemen bootleggers" 
h^s;-arisen who concern themselves 
mainly with the manufacture of li- 
quor, 


TJiis type of bootlegging, added 


Smith, is devoid of the gangland 
massacreing and sub-machine gun 
rivalry of the prohibition era. 


Siother problem, also new to the 


post-prohibition era. is the rise of 
legal bootlegging, said Smith. 


1'The liquor is legally obtained 


train state liquor stores and then 


sold through' speakeasies, which op- 
erate without licenses." 


Smith revealed- that in the period 


from December 1936 to December 
1937 his agents 'confiscated 338 stills, 
having a total capacity (at full 
•working time) of' 50,669 gallons. Fig- 
ures .for. this. year .were not avail- 
able, but Smith indicated that al- 
most as many -confiscations nave 
been made. 


He disclosed that in a recent cam-, 


paign in the. Scranton-Wilbes-Barre 
area the board raided between 70 
and 80 alleged speakeasies, in -addi- 
tion to uncovering a number of 
stills.
